9iCKAM*wra, February 2C.— Several 


important amendments were made to 
the Liiider county division, and the 
bill, aa amended, was ordered printed 
and put on file for third reading. One 
amendment provides that a majority of 
voter* and taxpayers in the district to 
be cut off must petition the governor 
for tuck action, and another provides 
that not more than (JO per cent of aa- 
ftessed valuation of any county can be 
taken on. 


Tho old fight between farmers and 


hydraulic miners came up when Ford of 
Nevada, Plumaa and Sierra, urged the 
Sasaage of Spencer's bill, already passed 


y the aa^mbly, which provides for an 


appeal to the supreme court in con- 
tempt arising from miners disregarding 
injunctions. 


Aram of Suiter, Yolo and Yuba, led 


the fight [tgaiust the bill, saying that all 
the old evils of hydraulic mining with 
alickena in the rivers would begin im- 
mediately after the passage of the bill, 
and would continue while appeals are 
pending. 


Ford argued that the right of appeal 


•was only just, and appealed for the 
passage of the bill in the name of jus- 
tice and humanity. 


Martin of Eldorado and Placer favored 


the bill, while Hart of Sacramento op- 
posed it. 


After a long and spirited debate the 


bill Baseed by a vote of 27 to 6, and now 
goea to the Governor for his signature.

The bill is in the interest of 
railroad companies 'and against the 
ticket scalpers. When it came up for 
third reading Thomas of Nevada cbara- 
pioiied it, but few supporters came to 
his aid, and from the first the sentiment 
of the asBombly seemed against the bill, 
Although it had the senate's indorse- 
ment. "Several members were noticed 
to quietly retire aa the debate grew hot, 
And avoided voting on the issue. 


Barker of Santa Barbara, a Populist,

They were roundly applauded, 
and the vote on the amendment, being 
taken, resulted in 43 ayes against 20 
navs. Applauae anii confusion followed 
the announcementof the result. Thomas 
•changed his vote from no to aye, and 
£ave notice ol reconsideration. The feel- 
ing is thai- the Bledsoe amendment nul- 
lifies the bill. It was ordered printed, 
and auother light ia expected when the 
.matter comes up for reconsideration.

Creation of au Upper aud Lower 


Council— Election of 


Oliieers. 


WASHINGTON, February 26. — -The an- 


nual session of the national council of 
women was held today. The election of 
officers for the ensuing year took place 
aud a number of important changes iu 
the constitution of the council were 
adopted, the principal change bsing the 
creation af an upper and lower council. 
Tne upper branch will be composed of 
;he delegate and president of each of the 
national associations and the presidents 
of state councils and the chairman of the 
standing committees. 


The lower council will consist of dele- 


gates of state councils and tbe president 
and delegate of the IncaL councils. All 
la'loual matters will be passed upon in 
;he upper house and the lower branch 
will transact local business. 


Tbe new officers are : President, Mary 


Low Dickinson of New York, who 13 
alao president of the national organiza- 
tion of King's Daughters; vice presi- 
dent at large, Anna 11. Shaw of Phila- 
delphia ; corresponding secretary ,Louise 
B. Arnum Bobbins of Michigan; first 
recording secretary, Eineliue Burlin- 
5ame Cheney of JIaine; second record- 
tug secretary, Mrs. Helen Finley Bristol 
ot Quincey", 111.; treasurer, Anna J. 
Bailey of Maine. 


Reports of organized work in the 


municipality occupied the afternoon 
session. 


Gertrude Stevens Levitt, president of 


the Portland Council of Women, aaid 
tier organization comprised fourteen of 
the most influential organizations in the 
3ity and that its work this season is two 
Fold, viz. : the election of women on the 
school hoards, so far denied them, aud 
to urge legislation giving mothers joint 
autuority with the care and custody of 
minor children.

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 26.— This 


ht& been the most exciting night in the 
history of Savannah. For five hours 
the city has trembled on the verge of 
riots. The entire military force of the 
city except tbe artillery haa been on 
duty. There are teninfantry companies 
and the Georgia Huzzars, the latter be- 
ing dismounted. A mob estimated at 
from 3000 to 5000, the greatest part be- 
ing Catholics, has challenged their for- 
bearance to the extreme. But for the 
coolness of Mayor Meyers and tbe offi- 
cers commanding the 
troopa, bl od 


might have been sbed. Bayonet charges 
were made several times to clear the 
streets, but the mob which had gathered 
about Masonic Temple, one of the prom- 
inent buildings of the city and situated 
in the beart of Savannah, stubbornly re- 
fused to retire. 


• For three davs H had been apparent 
that trouble was brewing. The city had 
been liberally placarded with notices 
that1. ex-Priest Slattery and Ma wife, de- 
scribed aa au ex-nun, would lecture 
here on Catholicism. Members of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians took steps 
to prevent their appearance here. Peti- 
tions 
were circulated asking Mayor 


Meyers to refuse permission to the ex- 
priest to hold his lectures. The petition 
said that if Blattery were allowed to 
speak there would im disorder and riot. 
About 500 persons signed the petition. 
When it was presented to the Mayor by 
a committee of 100 Catholics, iuuludiug 
the presidents of two divisions of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, be handed 
them a written opinion of the corpora- 
tion attorney to the effect- that he, as 
mayor, had uo power to stop tbe right 
of speech guaranteed by tne constitu- 
tion of the United States. He said 
there could be uo disorder or trouble 
if those who weie offended by Slattery's 
remarks were to stay away from bis 
lecture. He urged all to do so. Mayor 
Meyers also asked the committee to ad- 
vise all Catholics to stay away from the 
lecture. "I can't stop this man from 
lecturing,!' aaid the Mayor, who is a 
Hebrew, "but i can prevent disorder, 
and will do so. li the police are not 
sufficient to do so, the military will be 
appealed to. Riot will not be tolerated." 


The committee stated it was their de- 


sire to avoid trouble, and that they 
would use their influence in tbat direc- 
tion. They did so, but their efforts ut- 
terly failed. All of today it had been 
rumored that mobs were coining from 
different sections of the city, and that 
Slattery would he killed. The fact that 
he was to put on the garb of a priest iu 
the course of his lecture spread like 
wildfire, and raised an intense feeling 
among Catholics. 


Mayor Meyers issued instructions to 


Chief McDeruiott to have all the avail- 
able police on hand at Masonic temple. 
Fifteen policemen were stationed inside 
the hall, and thirty others were mussed 
in front. By 7 o'clock several hundred 
people had collected. When Slattery 
arrived, the mob had not assumed large 
enough proportions to cope with the po- 
lice. 'By 9 o'clock a howling mob of over 
1,500 surrounded the hall. In the hall 
was an audience of about 400, including 
a number of ladies 


The lecturer bad hardly commenced 


before brickbats and cobblestones began 
to rain on tbe windows. The police 
bad closed all the heavy inside shutters, 
thus saving tbe audience from injury, 
only two or three being injured by fall- 
ing glaaa. The rest of the police force 
was called out and fifty men were soon 
in front of tbe ball. The mob made 
rushes to secure an entrance, but were 
driven back by force. Before 8 o'clock 
the mob had grown to between 3000 
and -1000. Window alter window was 
crashed amid 
cries of "Kill him," 


"Down with Slattery." 


Chief 
McDermott summoned 
tbe 


mayor. The meeting closed at 9.30. 
Up stairs a number of members of se- 
cret organizations, who had cheered 
Slattery 'a declaration that be belonged 
to them, had gathered around the ex- 
priest to defend him aa he left the ball. 
A number, it was evident, had couie in 
anticipation of trouble. 
As thn ex- 


priest was about to leave the hall with 
his friends tbe crowd stopped them and 
refused to allow anyone to go down 
Btairs. Outside Mayor 
Meyers 
and 


Colonel Gerrard were in consultation. 
Tbe mob hissed at the police and hooted 
at their orders to disperse. 


"Bring on your military," some of 


the leaders shouted; "they can't, save 
Slattery." 


The Georgia Hiizzan dismounted, un- 


der command of Major Mildred, were 
the first to respond. The organization 
is composed of 300 men in all. The 
mob evidently believed that this w;is all 
it was intended to bring out, and 
laughed at them as they drew up in 
front of the hall. £non after, other 
military companies of the Savannah 
volunteer guards, under command of 
Colonel Williams, were marched up in 
front of the hall. 


In the hall the audience was still 


penned up. Some of the women were 
crying, and those 
who ventured lo 


glance out at the risk ol a broken head, 
saw the mob and tho lone lines of artil- 
lery in all directions, and found nothing 
to encourage them. The military was 
deployed sn as to divert tbe mob back. 


Captain Billon, one of the most prom- 


inent Catholics of the city, tendered hif) 
services as peacemaker. He brought 
Vicar General Gaffer ty, who has charue 
of the diocese in the absence of Bishop 
Becker, to the scene of trouble. The 
vicar genenl addressed a portion of the 
mob. 


•'This man Slattery," eaid he, "can 


do your church no barm. Yon are 
bringing disgrace npon your religion by 
your conduct here tonight. 
It can 


meet with nothing but condemnation. 
I plead with you to disperse and po 
home. Do not render it necessary to 
shed blood here tonight." A few of 
those he addressed shook the Vicar 
General by the hand and left, bufc the 
majority stood btill. 


Major Mildred and othera urged the 


mob to disperse, hut to no purpose. 
With a double line of soldiers a M-wk 
was formed, and while the re?t of tho 
military kept the crowd back, nearly nil 
of the au'liencs paaaed out of the hall 
amM hisEes. 


Slattery and his wife and a few men 


remained in the hfcll. Oolonrl \V. \V. 
Co«gen, of the West Georgia cavalr/, in- 
formed Slatteiy's wife that it was his in- 
tention to leave the First regiment and 


the HiiEzare to guftrd the ball while tbe 
(juarda bzttulion escorted ^Isiterytothe 
Pulaski house. It was some time before 
Bhe would consent to leave her husband. 
She waa assured that under no circum- 
stances would the mob be allowed to 
harm him. Tbe Guards then banked 
around the door of the hall, and Slat- 
tery waa brought dovrn. As he came 
out with the police and the mayor, there 
was a howling mob, but other military, 
charging, puuhed it back in fill direc- 
tions. Slattery was placed in the center 
of tbe military, and, headed by a de- 
tachment of mounte'd police and H itb foot 
police on the sides and four companies of 
infantry, amid hisses and jeera marcbed 
to his hotel. 


At the hotel a mob of 500 or COO gath- 


ered. Tbe military made a eolid maes 
in front of the entrance and Slattery 
walked in. Every door to the hotel wae 
locked and guarded. At Masonic hall 
the other seven companies remained as 
a guard for Mrs. Slattery and to prevent 
further riot. Mrs. Slattery was placed 
iu a carriage later in the night and with 
a strong force of police was brought to 
tbe hotel. The military was utill on 
duty at midnight. 
Mra. Slattery is 


booked for a lecture tomorrow afternoon 
and Slattery for one tomorrow night. 


Threats arc made tonicht that they 


will be driven out of thft city tomorrow. 
Prominent Catholics and tbe priest are 
using their influence to quiet the riotous 
element. 


Several men were so badly injured 


that they had to be sent home. Several 
of the military ineu were wounded by 
being struck by rocks. Slattery'a man- 
ager was knocked BfnselcED with a eand- 
biig. At '2 a.m. a large crowd of police 
were still at the hotul.

TOMBED IN A COAL MINE. 


Twenty-three Taken 
Ont 
Dead. 


Nearly All Were Married 


Men. 


AT.TnjQDTtQOE, N.M., February 27.— A 


special to t!ie morning Democrat says: 
White Ash Coal Mines, thirty-seven 
miles from Cerriilos, was the scene of a 
terrible explosion a little before noon 
today. Thirty-seven men were working 
in the four levels when the disaster oc- 
curred. Eleven of these huve so far 
been rescued, all in a dying condition. 
The remaining twenty-six have doubt- 
leas perished. 
Over a dozen dead 


bodies have been recovered. The scenes 
upon identification of the wounded and 
dead were heartrending. The miners 
were nearly all merried men. 


After a euarch of half an hour several 


dejtd bodies were sent UD. It was then 
feared that not a soul of thethirty-sevfin 
had escaped. Later eleven dyiun miners 
were discovered in a bunch, probably 
overcome in an effort to escape. 


The explosion is thouuht to be die to 


the accidental breaking into of an aban- 
doned chamber charged with gas. 


It is now believed that every man has 


been accounted for. Twenty-three is the 
number of dead. Every entry in the 
mint: has been explored, and no more 
dead bodies have been found. Some of 
the rescued men were at death's dour, 
but skilled medical attendance brought 
them around all right.

'The prohibitions now maintained do 


not include canned goods, but waya are 
being found to keep these out also. A 
week ago last Saturday a duty was laid 
by Germany on all the canned goods. 
Those duties have not yet been made 
public, but have been brought to no- 
tice by my German agents. France, 
too, will accomplish this same thing, 
but in another way.

TRUESDELL WEAKENS. 


He is Sentenced to Three Years 


Confinement at Hard Labor. 


EMPOBIA, Kan., February 27.— The 


case of Frank H. Truesdell, alias Hart- 
well H. Heath, the well known news- 
paper man 
who attempted to pass 


fraudulent drafts on the Citizens "Bank 
an the 18th inst., took a sudden turn 
late this afternoon. Truesdell came in to 
court, pleaded guilty to attempting to 
obtain money under false pretenses but 
lint forgery aa charged. The uharge of 
fargergy waa therefore dropped by the 
prosecution's attorney and the culprit 
was sentenced to three years confine- 
ment in the state's prison at hard labor. 
When asked if he had any thiug to say, 
Truesdell made a inoat affecting speech. 
He talked fluently for more than fifteen 
minutes, giving a review of his life and 
his newspaper career. 


Tears came to hia eyes when he re- 


ferred to his family connections. His 
purpose in speaking of his life, he said, 
was to show that he was not a hardened 
criminal. After sentence had been pro- 
nounced Tro.eEd.ell again arose and aakcd 
that hi3 remarks be kept out of the pa- 
pers. As a newspaper man of twenty 
years' experience, he declared tbat were 
auother man in hia place ho would not 
ask the stenographer for a transcrint of 
that speech. 


At ma conclusion of his remarks tbe 


prisoner shook hands with the judge 
and hia attorney and waR then taken 
back to jail. The quick disposition of 
the case was a complete surprise to the 
spectators and the defendant's lawyers. 
Its conclusion had not been looked for 
so soon, and but few attorneys or specta- 
tors were in the courtroom at the time.

CABINET. 


Congresaman Wilson of West Yir- 


giuia Likely to Be the Hew 


Postmaster General. 


WASHINGTON, February 27.- Post- 


master General Biascli this afternoon 
placed his resignation as a member of 
the cabinet ui the bonds of tbe Presi- 
dent. 


Though the minors of the coming 


resignation of Mr. Bissell have been rife 
for some time, tbe official announce- 
ment, when it was made public, caused 
something of a sensation. 


The statements which have been 


made that a disagreement between the 
President and Mr. Bissell was the canae 
was known by almost all in official cir- 
cles to ba without the slightest founda- 
tion, iu(i therefore the usual interest 
and gossip which usually attaches to the 
retirement of a member of the cabinet 
was entirely lacking in this case. 


An Associated Press reporter called 


upon him and in reply to a question Mr. 
Bissell said: "I have placed my resig- 
nation in tbe hands ol the President* 
Tha reasons for so doing are tbat my 
professional work at home demands my 
attention and I feel that f cannot longer 
remain away from it. Tbe business of 
the department is in good condition and 
my succefsor can be named without any 
delay." 


The President said : "It is not necea- 


sary for mo to say that I shall rejrret 
Mr. Bisaell'a loss, who, in all respects, 
was a valuable member of the cabinet." 


Though in department and congres- 


sional circles the air was filled with 
names of possible candidates to succeed 
Mr. Bieeell from atatea ranging from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and to Florida on 
the south, still the feeling was upper- 
most among men in ofticml life that tbe 
president would reward in some way tbe 
untiring devotion of Congressman Wil- 
son of West Virginia to the administra- 
tion throughout this congress.

The subject ol a competing railroad for 


the San Joaquin valley has been agitated 
bv the people to be benefited by it from 
time to time for many years. Any sug- 
geat'.on, any movement which gave 
promise of a realization of the wish of 
iho people for a lessening in freight 
chnrges baa been eagerly eraaped. Not 
a few of these prouxiaea have fallen lo 
the ground. At timea it aeemcd tia If 
tbey might be pushed to completion, 
but nil efforta to give (.hem a practical 
and material existence, aa well as a 
theoretical existence on paper, ended in 
disappointment. The project of a canal 
to tulewJiLer waa Indorsed, and the 
people were ready to take hold ol it, but 
at heat it could never DH mnde a snbsti- 
tnte for a railroad except in the carry- 
ing of alow and. heavy freight. There 
were obstacles in the way of buildiug 
tho canal which were never quite re- 
moved, and the ultimate success waa 
never quits clear to all. There was 
hope for many years that on extension 
of the Santa Fe system would pasa 
through the valley, aud thus give the 
relief so norely needed. But this hope 
failed in ita realization. 


ITiCflno made many applications for 


terminal ratea. The Southern Facinc 
always had some excuse for a refusal. 
The merchants and shippers in this 
Great and productive valley thought; 
they were entitled to the same ralea as 
Lboee given Sacramento, Stockton and 
other points. Thia waa especially appli- 
cable when goods were to be Bent east 
or received from the east. The justice 
of compelling HID Freeno merchant to 
pay almost double, and sometimes more 
than double, on a load of goods from 
Chicago what ia paid by Stockton or Log 
Angeles, 
never apparent.

What it wanted was a freight tariff 
which would give Fresno a fair show 
and equal chance; nothing less; noth- 
ing more. It might not hiivc been up- 
rea^onable had Fresno asked for special 
jatea, in view of the fact that its ship- 
ments are PO large; but it never asked 
lor thia.

Its applications were refused, and the 


reason given for the refusal was that 
Freano is not a terminal point. This 
reacon baa never been a satisfactory 
one"lo the people oE thia valley. It 13 
icnde/ed the more unsatisfactory when 
coupled with the argument that there 
are ninny loug stretches of the Southern 
Pacific's" linos running through unpro- 
ductive country which pays little or 
DothinR; and those portions of the line 
-which do pay muat make up for those 
which do not pay.

The Pine Ridge flume has been but 
ecently completed. It ia of about the 
tine leuijth ns Ibe ganger Ihirne, nod 
aps a country of unsurpassed Umber 
ying on Pino Ridge and the neighboring 
uountnins, covering an area of more 
iau oue huudred square miles. E>ii- 
aatea have placed tbia body of timber

The flume now extends to Stepli- 


ison creek, where a reservoir of mnrR 
_ian fifty acres furnishes u. water supply 
ot only to float tho timber to markoi, 
ut also for purpoaea of irrigation, for 
lie flume was built for both- It has n 
apacity ol 300 cubic feet oE water per 
econd for the first twelve milea of ita 
our=e, and then discharges the moat oi 
he water into the basin of Dry creek, 
while the smaller flume, carrying lum- 
jer, ia continued to the plains and has 
ts terminus at the town of Clovia, whare 
fine mill wilh oil modern appliances 


IAS been built. 
For almost forty years tho lumber 


which Eupplied Fresuo county was hauled 
>y teams from Pine Ilidue nl immense 
nbor and expense. Tho completion of

The manufacture of boxes and trays 


,>r raisins and fruit is an industry which 
ins grown up in Fresno county within

sume the rank of n hnsineaa, tho traya 
on which they were dried were mm' 
rom split shakes; and to borne extent 
,hia is done yet.

until mills were in operation sawing out

.his trade an important part of tneir 
iiuainess, and soiuii make traya exclu- 
sively. The drying 80.000,000 nauoda of 
raisins necessarily oilld for no umaH 
quantity ol traya. Of courae, the Irava 
can be used yenr alter year, but thr.re 
nro constantly new vinsa corninc into 
heftring, and of course old truya lose 
Lheir usefulness niter so long a time and 
must be replaced by new ones.. Tims, 
there is a constant demand for trays, 
nnd the hnsineaa of supplying them wil, 
be permanent. 


The making ot boxes, both for raiai 


and fruil, is a greater business than 
tbat of 
manufacturing tray a.

and lesa in boxes than formerly, but 
gull the demand for boxes is enormous 
md will never ba much lesa. The fintr 
grades of raiaina are shipped in nc 
other way.

The 
ncline ia steep, and a dam thrown 
acrusa the river at Ihia point will raise 
tie water to a head of eighty feet. The 
dam would be abort and comparatively 
nexpeusive. Surveys and estimates have

whose calculations show that such a 
lam will dovelop 3000 horse power at 
he lowest stage of thn wnter. Thia is 
iuflicieuL to drive about live times as 
much machinery ua is at present in 
operation in Fresno city. It would 
drive all tho machinery in Fresno 2nd 
Madeni counties at present, a'ler de- 
ducting liberally for the losa consequent 
on transmission, and still have a lar^e 
quantity lalt to meet future needs. 


The i:hiet argument in favor of devel- 


>pi(ig this power, and substituting it 
or thu co.il now used, is the cheapness. 
The first cost of the plant would not bcMi 
iniall item, it ic true, but the returns 
TOIU the investment would he gaLiblac- 
:ory .ifier cutting down prices for power 
urnishcil to one-half or leea oE tho coat 
when cnal is used. The men who use 
,hb power would save money by it, and 
,hc men who furnish it would make 
moiiey. Not only mills, factories aud 
-hops, from tho largest to the smallest, 
voukl be natural customers, but stroei 
cara also could be run by electricity de- 
•eloped. Electric lights, which now firo 
somewhat expensive in this valley on 
icconuL ol i!.e high price of coal, can 
>y thia means be reduced to a mere 
ruction of their present cost. 
Tlis development of power ie the chief 


object in view by those who have calcu- 
ated the profit and cost of a dam across 
be San Jonauin, but it ia not tho only 
inject. On the north aide of tlie San 
louquiu river lie the broad plains of 
tladera county, which as yet have never 
\iad an adequate suoply ol water for 
rrigfttion purposes. 
Tn tliis re?pect 


,bey are leas fortunate than tha lands 
on tbe Fresno aide of the river. Should 
,hc proposed dam. eighty feet high, bo 
)iiilt, it will raise the water to an eleva- 
LOD Irom which it can be led out upon 
he plains on both sides of the river, and 
hevc will ba few acres of level land in 
Madera county which might not be 
u:\ched by it. The water supply in the 
Jan Joaquin river is enormous during 
the lalo apring and early eummcr when 
t is moat needed for irrigation. Only 
u the late fall, when there is little de- 
mand for it, doss the river become low. 
Even then it is a Etrc&m of no mean 
iroportionp. 
It has ita headwaters 


LUIOUK the perpetual snows of 
tbe 


Sierras, and there is a. never-failing BUU- 
ily, although not so abundant, after the 
;ool weather begins and the enow melta 
lesa rapidly. 
There u re other places within reach 


of the plains where valuable water 
powers might ho developed nnd carried 
by 
electricity to tbo phiina where 


needed. 
Few counties of tbe state, 


perliiipa none other, have the resources 
in thia rfiflpenh possessed by Frcano, 
but na yet development has done noth- 
ing except make surveys. But these 
valuable resources will ecarcely He idle 
much longer.

The San Joaquin Valley as the 


Orchard of the World. 


As Egypt of old waa the granary ol 
lie world, eo California is destined to be 
Llie orchard of America, aud in a less 
degree of the whole world. 
Ils re- 


eo arced have, not been developed. Its 
possibilities perhaps huvo never been 
estimated. It combines everything es- 
sential to make it the great producer ol 
all products from the sub tropic to the 
frigid zone; for its climate embraces all; 
and its soils ure uuiled to Lhe inauj 
climates, from the warm, dry araa 
where rains am few and where snow 
and ftoat are unknown, to the high nn<_ 
bleak 
valieys sheltered among the 


snowy pinnacles of tho 
mountains 


vhere the winters are long and the 
ju miner in only a brief period like earl] 
spring. All climates of the earth, ex 
cept the hottest and the coldest, arc 
found between these extremea. 
Thn 


products of the duoip regions of Lhe 
temperate zone tied a suitable habita 
on the mountains. The rarer product 
seek tbe plains. Fruita which tiouriat 
beat where the air is dry and hoi, cau 
be suited. 
Those which delight in 


plenty of moisture, but still must bav< 
warmth, nre at home in the irrigates 
districts. 
In short, it is a country 


where almost, every kind of fruit o 
earth grows to perfection. Such a com- 
bination of soils, climates and conditions 
cannot be found iu any other slate or 
any other country in tho world. 


Fresno county possesses a portion o 


all that California possesses. There i 
no climate and no cod from cSan Diego ti 
Uiskiyou, from the ocean to tho moun 
tain tops, but- that it may he (OIIIH 
within the borders of Fresuo. The high 
est summits in thn United States over 
look the eastern border.

The principal fruits which have, up U 


tho present time, been raised in com 
mercml quantities within thecouoty or 
grapes, in more than one hundred am 
tifty varieties, peaches, pears, plums 
prunes, pomegranalcs, oranges, lemons 
rigs, olives, nectarines, apricots, apples 
pruues, and many rare kinda in smalle 
quantities. The above ail flourish ant 
are profitable. Djtes, plne.ipplea am 
bananas ^row, but have not been fount 
prontable. They have been raised only 
for ornament. 


The shipping of green fruits from 


Fresno county has reached 10,000 ton 
yearly. It ffas that much in 1893, bu 
justaa the ehippiae season wascomin 
on in 1994 the great railroad strike oc 
carred which put a etop to all shipping 
and those who had fruit changed thei 
plana hurriedly and dried it. Thua th 
total shipment of green fruits waa cu 
far below the preceding year, but th 
output of dried fruits was correspond 
iofily increased.

An Industry Capable of Enormous 


Development. 


The oldest fruit trees in Fresno county 


are Ggs. The earliest settlers, who came 
rom distant states, planted a few trees 
.bout their cabins when they built, 
usually iu tho small and sheltered val- 
eys of the foothills. The shade of the 
,re3 was perhaps as much of an object 
with tho pioneers aa was the fruit. 
It 


in a tree of rapid growth, and unlike 
many othere of domealic culture, it is ri 
tree always. There ia scarcely a time 
when it ia too small to be called a irec, 
'or it begins to bear fruit almost aa early 
in its life aa it bears leaves. As it 
jrows larger it increases ila product of 
leaves and fruit in geometrical ratio. 
Its branches are wide-spreading, ita 
foliage abundant, it is green from the 
early spring till late in autumn, it is 
hardy, growing with litllo water, or 
with abundance; it sends iln roots ao 
deep into any sort of soil that tbey will 
tap moisture sooner or lat'ir. The 
Lransplnnling of tho fig is easy. A 
twin thruat into the ground in a damp 
spot Lakes root nt once, nnd for Lbe Lies.l 
ten centuries it will be a tree. Of 
course there are none that old in Fresno, 
but in other countries they live to that 
H^e, and they will no doubt do ao here. 
Tho oldest in thia county are about forty 
years. The pioneer cabina which they 
once shaded have long since passed 
away, and the pioneers are mostly gone 
from tho land of the livintz, but tbe 
trees remain, and year after year bear 
fruit which is measured by tons rither 
than by pounds. 


A generation had passed away after 


the firat settlement of Fresno county be- 
fore anyone turned hia attention to fig 
raising as a business propusilion. There 
were many trees in the county, but only 
a few in n place, in front- of each far- 
mer's door. Jiii'h family dried what 
waa wanted for domestic usu, and Lhe 
real went to waste. 


A few years ago fig orchards began to 


be planted. Tbe business is yetamall 
in comparison with ruiaina nnd ullier 
fruits, or wine; hut it is by no means 
inai^nilicnnt. No statistics have been 
compiled of the acreapn within Fresno 
county, but au estimate, not claiming 
to he very accurate, may pluce the total 
acreage at 2000. In the scramble for 
raijin and wine vineyards, tlie tendency 
baa been to neglect figs, wbich are fully 
us profitable. No systematic effort has 
ever been made to create a. market for 
the California product. A few men of 
foresight and ennrpy bnvo tnkcn bold of 
the business and have made it pay, each 
(or himself and in hia own fashion. But 
fig growing, aa a great industry, is still 
in the future, PO fnr aa California ie con- 
cerned. 


Itia a little surprising tl.attlie busi- 


ness has not benn pushed. Trees flour- 
ish with only ordinary c.\re ; their yield 
ia phenomenal; Ihe fruit ia of the bes 
quality; the climate ia perfect lor drying 
ami parking; all conditions are favor- 
able, and a tfood market H within n-Jic.h 
The country consumes larpn, quanlitiet 
nf figd, which nre nc.arly all imo^rwc 
from Asia Minor. 
Tlii-.y arc no better 


than those produced hen-; and, at the 
pricea ol the imported criicle, ihe horni 
growers could make fortunes.

EDITOR RUPUDUUAS :—In order to be- 


come great, a city must have tha follow- 
ing puiuta of vantage: (1) It must be

tl;c etnle. Ita surrounding hills and 
lauds will furnish a greater variety ot 
natural and other products than any 
other part of the Pacific coast. 


In order that these threat, advantages 


with which it baa been blessed by na- 
ture may be fully developed, it needs 
that our people stand united on the 
ilatform of material progress, and pull 
iltngether to encourage enterprise 


We must encourage the valley railroad 
hat we may have transportation. We 
mu=t encourage the immigration of live 
people with means to found homes. We 
mist enronrnge tho investment of out- 
id e capital by protecting it from assault 
rben invested. WerauBt encourage the 
levelopment of the varied resources in 
irdr-.r to eive security to our commerce. 


With the advent of tho vallev road 


and cheap power from tho San Joaquia, 
•Vcsno will enter at once an era oi 
rreater prosperity than ban been en- 
oyed by any city on the coast, because 
no place haa been GO retarded in its 
;rowth as thia baa by the lack ol tlieFe 
;reat elements of progress. With au- 
Jther railroad, and perhaps two and a 
canal, and tho brinpine in of cheaj: 
lower, in the year 1900 Freano city wil 
je the Queen City of the plains, tbe 
business will grow out and surround the 
court house; the city will be dotted witb

Assets San Francieco pavings banks, 


A Ten-dollar Piece of California's 


First Coinage. 


From ihc Loa Aopclca Times. 


A curious coin passed into the handi 


ofO. W. Para of North Main street 
yesterday. It co/rica the memory back 
to lhat time in the early history of th 
state when goldr.n ''alupa" first began to 
bo relieved from circnlation in favor of 
Ihe now currency. 


This £old «oin ia iu eize similar to the 


present $10 piece, and on ono Birio hears 
the figure of nn ea»le wilh outspread 
winys, fiiiruiounting a eliieid, and bear- 
ing in its benk a ecnill upon wliich ie io- 
Fcribed the inliamanic word "Liberty." 
Bcne.iLh is cifen the denomination, and 
tlie uBinil worde incircle the cd^e ot the 
coin. Above the design, in small letters, 
are the worda "900 thoop," referring 
most probably to the fineneea ol the 
gold. 


The reverse aide of the coin has an 


engine turned surface with the inscrip- 
tion "U. d. Aeaay Ollice of Gold, San 
Kranciaco, Gal., 1853."

identify the coin aa belonging to any 
special coinage of tbe early yuara, hut 
ila vanty haa endowed it with a value 
fnr in excess of its la.-e.

THE STOP-OVER 
PRIVILEGE. 


Section 490 of the Civil Code oi 1873 


granted to all railroad passengers within 
the state the right of Etopping over at 
any intermediate station, with the priv- 
ilege of resuming their journey on the 
same ticket at any time within eis 
months, and provided tbat any railroad 
refusing thia right should pay the party 
refused the sum of $200. Thia law Etill 
stands among our statutes, and it was 
long disregarded and defied by the rail- 
road company. Finally W. U. Kobin- 
son of Alaineda, having been frequently 
refused the slop-over privilege, be#m a 
larye number of actions against the 


people of this "free country." Beyond 
doubt the conscience and superior intel- 
ligence or the Catholic church are aa

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COL TOORNTON- DEAD 


A Veteran Soldier, Lawyer 


and Sportsman 


WITHOUT PEAK OE REPROACH 


He Served for the Lost Cause But 


A«<*vle<l Ihft ReanU—Au 


Honored Career. 


Oolonel Harry Innea Thornton, one ol 


nfciore'u nobleuieu, died at the Grand 
Oeniral hotel last night. 


In the Elflte at Urge Colonel Thornton 


WAS bcft known us oue of the ablost and 
most irueted labors ot hiiday,wb>im 
ili health ol ten years' duration alone 
relirM from active practice. Uul Thom- 
lon could not be really obscure any- 
where. He waa a man amona men- 
acMploi everywhere and in any capac- 
ity. 


The eictiiesa which doted a remarka- 


ble life began wuh a complication ol 
hidney and liver Ironble3 ypara ago 
Severely wounded iu the civil war, in 
which be (oujbl on ihe loainR side 
Oolonel Thornion revisited this coast iu 
tbe reconstruction era, anything but a 
well man. Iu the state of Nevada he 
atood high among ihe lec*l fraternity in 
the ereat boom which sorune up with 
tbe discovery of tbe Comstack lode 
But Rradually bia health grew worse am 
Colonel Tuornton look a trip to Europe 
loiwrn-t. He cimc back an inv»lid 
and hia foaen sn invnlid ever eince. 


Tbree days at-o be- began to ahow 


eymploma of pnouruonia aud his rela- 
tives were suminouul. Colonel Thorn- 
ton was G- year? old, and nt that ace 
thure IB lililti recuperaiire power in the 
Eyetern witu which 10 fight so formida- 
ble n disease. On Saturday nis-ht the 
symptoms bec-ime, eerioup, and Dr. 1'ar- 
EOU was Eiiiumoned from San Francisco 
to consult wilb Dr. \Y. T. Maupin, who 
wii in charge of the case. Dr. Parson 
came down on a sppcial train, but £avi 
up all hope ae EOOII as he hcd oraminet 
the patient. He BO informed Dr. Slim 
pin, who in turn communicated tbo in' 
tellipence to Harry T. Crcswell, city ant 
coumy allornev ol San Franftiaco, a 
nephew ol Ihe patient and in close at- 
tendance on him. 


On Sunday night Colonel Thornton 


became, unconscious, but recovered con 
Ecion«nes3 yesterday mornioK. He lay 
between life and death alldaytilHhe 
fatal bonr arrived. 


He waa born at Huntsville, Ala., in 


1633. 
His ancestors dared back lo 


Colonial limes. Ho early exhibited an 
active interest in politics, and when ho 
came to Ltiis state in 1S53 be waa soon 
elected District Attorney for Sierra 
county. He was next elected slate 
senator, and as euch toot an active par 
in Ecakiug Lo effect the passage of a 
secession measure for California. Ed- 
ptrton was bis opponent, and the ngh 
between the two young men ivaa long 
and hard, Lhou.^h the result was never 
in doubt. California 
remained true 


blue, aad Thornton went first to New 
York and then to Kentucky^ where he 
vinilcd his uncle, J. J. Crillenden. The 
young man entered the Confederate 
army, eerring in the armies ol Northern 
Virginia End Tennessee, and aurrender- 
ing when Lee gave up at AppomaLtoi. 


In 1867, during the reconatTUction 


era, Colonel Thornton returned to Call 
lornifl, where he soon established a 
lucrative law practice. His ability was 
speedily recognized, and be made a trip 
to Alabama, bringing back with him 
Kale Marshall Thornion, hia wife, who 
though bearing tue same name, was ii 
no way related to him. 
She died a 


Hamilton, White Pine county, Nev., in 
1870. There are no surviving children 
ol tbe marriage. 


Shortly after resuming hia law busi 


ECHO in California, Colonel Thornton 
found an attraction in the growing proa 
pects of tbe state of Nevada. The Com 
Block fever bad set in, and dollars were 
aa plentiful as diniee are nowadays 
Thornton became associated in practice 
with Judge Gurber, but tbe partnership 
wae broken for a time by Garber's elec- 
tion to a justiceship in tho supreme 
court of Nevada, a position be held fo 
two years. At the expiration of tha 
time Judge Gcrber resigned, and the 
partnership was renewed. Subsequent!; 
I bey removed to Bau Francisco, and 
Bishop was taken iu. Abont thia time 
Thornton's health began to fail, and b 
vent on n prolonged trip ro Europe 
There seemed no prospect of bia recov 
Bring his strength, and Judge Boalt too! 
bis place in the copartnership. 


Colonel Thorn Ion was best known her 


as an owner of thoroughbred bor&es am 
trotters, and these bod been lately eta- 
bled at a rancn near Herndon. It wa 
pnrtof the Cohnel's plan to fit out a 
magnificent place iu this couuty, am' 
one of tbe laet acts of bis life, when hi. 
recovered consciousness, won to dictate a 
letter countermanding an, order for tree 
for Ibe farm, aad also a farewell letter U 
bis nephew, Attorney Creswell, express 
ing a hope that they would meet in tin 
happier land. 


He was at the time of bia death presi- 


dent of the Preen o Canal and Irrigation 
Company, and for several years he was 
attorney for the Scolcli syndicate inter- 
ested in this and other property. 


As an instance of Colonel Thornton' 


"git" and "grit." may be mentioned ai 
incident of bis pioneer trip. Hecroaeet 
the plains in 1853 during the great chol 
era epidemic. Before he got to Sal 
Lake his horse wag stolen and he "foot 
ed" it into Salt Lake, stayed there 
zvrMle, and with his pi eta] es his only 
baggage nLirterl afoot'with the train o 
•wagons to Sail Francisco. 


Colouel Thorn ton'e remains were sen 


to Ean Francisco on the 2.45 train thii 
morning. With them went Mrs Kallie 
Fall, Mrs. Ttesdie Thornton, Mra. E. B 
Perrin, Bistera; Mrs. Richard Taylor, a 
niece; Mrp. Cm-well, ^frs. Jndgo J. T) 
Thornlon; Mrs. Z. F. Thornton, a sis 
ter in law, and City and County Attor 
ney Crcswell of San Francisco.

I have never seen 
more luxuriant, healthier or heller 
orange and lemon trees than aro to be 
seen at tlie Frwno Nursery company's 
depot, on 1 street, from their Centerville 
nursery. Fresno foothills now produce 
a considerable quantity, aod couldeasily 
produce thousands of carloads, not only 


ria f^ood oranges as those of either

John S. Cdlkins, in his book entitled, 


"Tho Olive Growers' Handbook," eays: 
"Oureoila are genornlly rich in limeimd 
potash, which are essential constituents 
in the growth of the olive. We have a 
large acreage ol low priced laud on 
which no oilier fruit can be crown'with 
profit where tho olive will thrive and 
yield fair crops. These favorable condi- 
tions will enable us to place the product 
upon the market at a less price than the 
imported, and the superiority of our 
ripe, nutritions olivea over the green 
and woody loreigu article and ot our 
purb oil over the adulterated oil im- 
ported into tho country is generally 
conceded. 
The question of a pay- 


ing market for tho product should be 
considered. This lg one of the largest 
olive-producing localities in the Htare, 
and it is only within two or three years 
that they have beeu produced here in 
quantity. 
Within a feiv weeks after 


the crop is put upon the market there 
are no home olives to be found in the 
stores, and it happens every season that 
orders are received by the growers Ihat 
cannot be filled for want of Ihe goida 
It is well 
known that olive-growing

Prospects of UnusuRlly Good Crops 


This Year. 


N. L. Palmer of Huron waa in tho 
ounty Eeat yeslerdny. Mr. Palmer re- 
porfH that prospects were never betler 
for Huron. The crops are looking in 
exceptionally fln& condition, allhough 
tbe acreage sowed ia not quite as large 
aa it baa generally been for tbe past lew 
years, but it loots much belter. 


InlhoSinba of Posa, about one-bait 


to four miles northwest of Huron, there 
are iibDut 13,000 acieaof wheat and bar- 
ley. Tnia has heen Hooded three or 
four timea by the flood from tho Coast 
Range. Thft farmers have dammed the 
creek down wliich the water comes, and 
turned it oft to the pnuth and cast of 
town on what ia called the Plains. The 
einka do not need ciny more water, but 
the country east and Bomb, of Huron 
will require more Hootla or rain to in- 
Biire good crops. There are about 6000 
acres sowed on tho plains. 


With tho ordinary sprine rains ten IQ 


filtcen eacks lo Ihe acre will bo harvested 
in the Sinke. 
Tho sheep feed in the Huron country 


ia very flne. With a few light raina nj 
March there will be good sheep feed all 
aummer, with the abundant Gtubblo 
which will be left afler the harvest. The 
sheepmen will not have to take their 
sheep to the mountnins. 
It is estimated that Gfteen combined 


harvesters will bo used to harvest the 
season's crop.
